a. Your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request of March 29, 2001, for the dossier titled 
East German Topographic Maps, ZF010829W, which was received in this office via facsimile on 
March 29,2001. 

b. Letter this office of April 20, 2001, advising you that we were unable to comply with the 
20-day response time in processing your request. 

We have completed a mandatory declassification review of the dossier titled East German 
Topographic Maps, ZF010829W, in accordance with Executive Order (EO) 12958. As a result 
of this review, 26 pages have been denied in their entirety and information has been sanitized 
from these records as the information is currently and properly classified SECRET and 
CONFIDENTIAL according to Sections 1.3(a)(2), 1.3(a)(3), 3.4(b)(1) and 3.4(b)(6) of EO 
12958. This information is exempt from the public disclosure provisions of the FOIA pursuant 
to Title 5 U.S. Code 552 (b)(1). It is not possible to reasonably segregate meaningful portions of 
the withheld pages. Fees for processing this request are waived. A brief explanation of the 
applicable sections follows: 

Section 1.3(a)(2) of EO 12958 provides that information shall be classified SECRET if 
its unauthorized disclosure reasonably could be expected to cause serious damage to the 
national security. 

Section 1.3(a)(3) of EO 12958 provides that inforaiation shall be classified 
CONFIDENTIAL if its unauthorized disclosure reasonably could be expected to cause 
damage to the national security.

Section 3.4(b)(1) of EO 12958 provides that classified information more than 25 years old 
is exempt from automatic declassification if it would reveal the identity of a confidential 
human source, or reveal information about the application of an intelligence source or 
methods or reveal the identity of a human intelligence source when the unauthorized 
disclosure of that source would clearly and demonstrably damage the national security 
interests of the United States. 

Section 3.4(b)(6) of EO 12958 provides that classified information more than 25 years old 

is exempt from automatic declassification if it would reveal information that would 
seriously and demonstrably impair relations between the United States and a foreign 
government, or would seriously and demonstrably undermine ongoing diplomatic activities 
of the United States. 

Additionally, information has been sanitized from these records which would result in an 
unwarranted invasion of the personal privacy rights of the individuals concerned. This 
information is exempt from the public disclosure provisions of the FOIA pursuant to Title 5 U.S. 
Code 552 (b)(7)(C). 

In addition, information has been sanitized from the records and the same pages withheld 
under (b)( 1 ) are also denied in their entirety as the release of the information would reveal the 
identity of confidential sources. This information is exempt from public disclosure pursuant to 
Title 5 U.S. Code 552 (b)(7)(D). The significant and legitimate governmental purpose to be 
served by withholding is that a viable and effective intelligence investigative capability is 
dependent upon protection of confidential sources. 

The withholding of information by this office is a partial denial of your request. This denial is 
made on behalf of Major General Keith B. Alexander, the Commanding General, U.S. Army 
Intelligence and Security Command, who is the Initial Denial Authority for Army intelligence 
investigative and security records under the FOIA. You may appeal this decision to the 
Secretary of the Army. If you wish to file an appeal, you should forward it to this office. Your 
appeal must be postmarked no later than 60 calendar days from the date of this letter. After the 
60-day period, the case may be considered closed; however, such closure does not preclude you 
from filing litigation in the courts. 

During the processing of your request, records were disclosed which originated with other 
government agencies. This office has no authority to release these records; therefore, they have 
been referred, along with your request, for appropriate action under the FOIA and direct reply to 
you. 

Lastly, we arc coordinating with another government agency concerning the releasability of 
their information contained in the records. We will inform you as to the releasability of the 
information upon completion of ovir coordination. 



We regret the quality of some of the pages enclosed; however, these are the best copies 
obtainable. Additionally, duplicated pages have been identified as indicated. 

We are continuing to review records regarding other titles you have requested and will 
respond to you by separate correspondence when our review is completed. 

The enclosure completes our review of the records releasable to you. The amount of $1600.00 
for the professional review and duplication of costs of the of the first 100 pages is waived. 
However, a reproduction cost of $48.00 remains due for the rest of these records. Payment 
should be forwarded by postal money order or certified check payable to the Treasurer 
of the United States.

I refer to your letter dated March 29, 2001, to the US Army- 
Intelligence and Security Command, requesting the release of 
a dossier entitled East German Topographic Maps, ZF010829W, 
under the Freedom of Information Act (Title 5 USC Section

a. Your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request of March 29, 2001, for the dossier titled 
East German Topographic Maps, ZF010829W, which was received in this office via facsimile on 
March 29,2001. 

b. Letter this office of April 20, 2001, advising you that we were unable to comply with the 
20-day response time in processing your request. 

c. Letter this office of July 25, 2002, forwarding to you records from the dossier titled East 
German Topographic Maps, ZF010829W and advising you that documents which originated 
with other government agencies were disclosed. 

It was noted during the administrative closing of your FOIA case that five pages of records 
were inadvertently not addressed. These pages have been reviewed, determined to no longer 
warrant security classification and are partially releasable. Copies are enclosed for your use 
(Enclosure 1). We regret any inconvience that this oversight may have caused and request your 
understanding regarding this matter. 

Information has been sanitized fi-om these records which would result in an unwarranted 
invasion of the personal privacy rights of the individuals concerned. This information is exempt 
from the public disclosure provisions of the FOIA pursuant to Title 5 U.S. Code 552 (b)(7)(C). 

The withholding of information by this office is a partial denial of your request. This denial is 

made on behalf of Major General Keith B. Alexander, the Commanding General, U.S. Army 
Intelligence and Security Command, who is the Initial Denial Authority for Army intelligence

invcstigative and security records under the FOIA. You may appeal this decision to the 
Secretary of the Army. If you wish to file an appeal, you should forward it to this office. Your 
appeal must be postmarked no later than 60 calendar days from the date of this letter. After the 
60-day period, the case may be considered closed; however, such closure does not preclude you 
from filing litigation in the courts.
